Completed teste on oa 
vamples from these areas show tha 
well over 60% of the samples arc 
erminating less than 65%, whicl,

In the 
fixet place, geweral yucepenity 


increase has been quite marked, 
and a higher standard of living 
always bring with them an in- 
creased demand for meat and 
dairy products and a tendency to 
swing away from the simpler and 
less expensive diet, in which cer- 
eals play a prominent part, This 
not only on the North American 
Continent where the per capita 
consumption of wheat has shown 
a percentage incréase since pre- 
war years of close to 10 per cent, 
but also in Europe as well. All 
this means that it is necessary to 
feed a greater quantity of grain 
if the demand for meat and dairy 
products is to bé met, Thus live 
stock population affects the acre- 
age seeded to feed grains, a well 
As the proportion of these grains 
that are fed or marketed. Peo- 
ples’ changing tastes therefore, 
as reflected in tieir diet, may 
have quite a marked effect upon 
the putrern of agricultural pro- 
du:tion and marketing. At the 
present time the trend is toward 
a higher protein diet, or greater 
consumption of meat and dairy 
products, but that is a reflection 
of the times, and times change.

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Success in dairying can best 


be achieved by good heifers 


To maintain a herd of 20 


cows, five heifers have lo be 


taised each year to replace cows that are to be discarded. 
Dr. J. E. Bowstead of the University of Alberta Animal 
Science Department stated this fact when speaking at the 
annual meeting of the Alberta Cattle Breeders held recently 


at Edmonton. ; 


Success in dairying can be best 
achieved by raising heifers of im- 
proved breeding, Dr. Bowsitad 
pointed out, but he also stre,sed 
the importance of feed and care 
for heifers if they are to develop 
properly, All dairymen, he <caid 
make sure their calves get the 
colostrum milk, and most follow 
the practice of leaving the calf 
with its mother for three or four 
days. 


Recent research would indicate | 


this is a good practice as the 
rumen of a new born calf does 
not contain the facteria necessary 
for the normal digestion of hay or 
grain. If the calf remains with the 
mother, these desirable bacteria 
will become established in its 
rumen when the mother licks the 
calf and when the calf nibbles on 
the grain and hay fed the mother, 

Following the colostrum period 
the ideal ration for calves has 
been the feeding of whole milk 
until they are three weeks of age, 
followed by skimmed milk for a 
few months and all the grain and 
good hay they will eat. 

Although a “milk replacer” fed 
for a few weeks following the 
colostrum period was reported as 
working well in Pennsylvania re- 
sults of experiments at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta have not been 
favorable. Dr. Bowstead indicated 
that more satisfactory replacers 
will likely be developed; but the 
use of skimmed milk powder in 
milk replacers is an admission that 
milk is still the ideal calf feed. 

The use of antibiotics in raising 
calves is relatively new. Aureo- 
mycin is recommended as a ireat-

perimentally with the ration the 
calves receiving aureomycin made 
more rapid gains than the calves 
fed aureomycin, It seemed to have 
properties other than medicinal, 

After four to six months home: 
grown feeds and minerals can be 
fed in proper proportions and 
amounts. Heifers will eat more 
roughage if it is of good quality 
and since it is a cheaper source of 
digestible nutrients than grain, 
maximum quantities of it should 
be fed. 


Rodney oats 
experiment 
satisfactory 


OTTAWA,.—Experimental toasts, 
general observations and a survey 
of farmers opinions all indicate 
that Rodney oats have performed 


quite satisfactorily in Alberta 
during 1953 and 1954, reports 
BE. C. Lowe, Lacombe €xperi- 


mental Station, Alberta, 


Early in 1953, 501 bushels of 
registered Rodney were allocated 
under contract, to ten Alberta seed 
growers, Seed produced by these 
growers was distributed to farm- 
ers in lots not exceeding 99 
bushels per applicant. A long list 
of names remained when the seed 
supply became exhausted. Over 
ten thousand bushels of Rodney 
were sown in the spring of 1954 
by some 300 Alberta farmers. 

Weather conditions during the 
1954 crop season were unfavor- 
able throughout most of the pvov- 
ince, Excessive amounts of precipi- 
tation particularly during the 
spring and in August, resultec in 
delayed seeding followed by slow 
growth in grain crops. Growth 
killing frosts during September 
severely damaged a large portion 
of the oat crops, 

Despite the backward season 
farmers appear to have accepted 
Rodney as being a promising new 
variety possessing wide adapta- 
bility. 

Questionnaires were circulated to 
all 1954 growers of this varicy in 
Alberta. A summary of 118 com- 
p.eted questionnaires suggests that 
farmers who have produced Rod- 
ney share similar opinions regard- 
ing most characteristics of this 
variety. The average yield of un- 
damaged and only sligntly dam- 
aged crops on 57 Alberta farms in

334 covers all points in making 
such a rug from selecting and 
dyeing materials without bleach- 
ing out the old colors, to the final 
finishing. Patterns are 35c each.

OTTAWA.—With

Mr. Martin explained that ‘under 
provision of the act the govern- 
ment of Canada is authorized to 
enter into agreements with the 
provinces providing for equa! shar- 
ing between Canada and the prov: 
inces of the cost of allowances. 
He said that all provinces had in- 
dicated their intentfon of partici- 
pating in the plan. 

Mr. Martin said that the date 
on which the payment of allow- 
ances could commence in any par- 
ticular province would depend on 
decisions made by its government. 

The allowances are payable to 
totally and permanently disabled 
persons who fulfil certain requive- 
ments, including age, resideac 
and income. The minimum age 1s 
18 years. The maximum allowance 
to which the federal government 
may pay its share of 50 percen! 


the proclamation of 
Persons Act, the federal government has taken all steps 
necessary to implement the Act in all provinces of Canada 
without delay, Hon. Paul Martin, minister of National Health 
and Welfare has announced.

ties, The regulations had been con- 
sidered and agreed to at the second 
meeting. The regulations gener- 
ally follow the pattern of ihe 
regulations under the Old Age As- 
sistance Act and the Blind Fer- 
sons Act with additions and modi- 
fications where necessary. 

When the act is in full opera: 
tion in all provinces it is esti- 
mated that some 25,000 disabled 
persons will be in receipt of

An increased output of meat animals is probable in 1945-55 (year ending September 
30th) with production of hogs up about 19 percent and smaller increases ranging from 
five to seven percent in marketings of cattlz, calves and sheep and lambs. It is unlikely 
that the domestic market will be able to absorb the supplies of hogs, cattle and calves 
that will be available and therefore Canadian prices will be very ¢losely related to com- 


parable United States prices. 


LIVESTOCK 


With the excepfion of hogs, 
Canadian prices of livestock are 
expected to show little change in 
1954-55 compared with 1953-54, al- 
though slight declines may occu" 
under the pressure of larger sup« 
plies, Prices of hogs are likely ty 
show the greatest change. In gen- 
eral, domestic prices will be large- 
ly dependent on the availability of 


satisfactory export outlets for

A larger population and a con. 
tinued high level’ of consumer de- 
mand should contribute to a smail 
increase in total meat consump- 
tion. During 1954-55 Canadians 
may consume about 1.4 billion 
pounds of meat from inspected 
slaughter, an increase of three 
percent from the preceding vear. 


Relatively lower prices are like- 
ly to induce a substantial increase 
in domestic disappearance of pork. 
It is estimated that in 1954-55 
domestic disappearance of pork 
from graded hogs may be equiva- 
lent to an average of about 94 
thousand hogs weekly, an increas?

CATTLE LICE 


For the pats three years cattle 
lice have been a serious problem 
in Alberta. ‘Tie situation has 
reached such a point that the 
Western ‘Stock Growers’ As« 
sociation decided at their general 
meeting that the problem of cat- 
tle lice was amongst the first faur 
major problems facing cattle 
raisers. In January and Febru- 
ary cattle men start noticing lice 
and the effects of these insects. 
Cattle become anaemic and sus- 
ceptable to diséase which may 
uttack them. They are not re- 
sistant to quick change of tem- 
perature and the more serious- 
ly infested animals may even die 
as a direct or indirect effect of 
rattle lice. 

The time to treat for lice is 
n the fall when animals can be 
2a spraye§  Urffortunately® 
his is neglected on many farms. 
'n winter months it is too cold 
to spray. Therefore farmers must 
esort to dusting. The most sat- 
‘sfactory winter treatment is ‘to 
just animals with a rotenone 
dust. Ordinary warble powder 
>repared for spraying maciines 
could be used on small numbers 
of cattle. The entire body should 
ke treated including the under- 
side of the animals. : 

The Livestock Branch of the 
Alberta Departmen: of Agricul- 
ture points out that a thorough 
delousing job will insure a louse 
free herd. However, ‘treated an- 
imals must be kept away from 
the rest of tie herd until such 
time as the entire herd can be 
treated. It s safe to assume that 
if one or two animals are badly 
infested then most of the herd 
will be lousy, Dusting now can 
save trouble later. .

Deportment 


The Treasury Department is 
concened with an govenmental 
activity that involves the receipt, 
custody or payment of money. 


The department was established 
hy an Act of the Legislative As- 
sembly called ‘The ‘Treasury 


Department Act” and is headed 
by the Provincial Treasurer. 
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The Treasury Department pre- 


scribes the main function of the 
department wiiich is the mansge- 
ment and contro! of revenue and 
expenditure of the province, Each 
year the Provincial \Iwesurer pre- 
pares a budget containing es- 
timates of the amounts required 
to pay the various expenses and 
costs of government services, as 
well as the estimates of revenue 
accruing from various sources, 
The Budzdt Speech, depis(:red 
by. te Provincial Treasurer “ to 
the Legislative Aasembly, is a 


eneral statement explaining the |. 


nancial condition of the pro- 
vince and the fiscal program of 
the Government. The estimates 
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are hie amounts of revenues and 
expnditures expected by each de- 
partment, and wien passed by 
the legislature, they control the 
coming year’s expenditures. 

The Provincial Auditor, an of- 
ficial appointed by the Lieuten- 
ant Governor in Council «under 
the Seal of the Province
